THE IRRIGATION BILL. 


The San Francisco BulUtin BBJB: 
The Senate Committee on Irrigation h,s 


nearly completed its report, which, acoam- 
panied by abiii, will probably be submitted 
next week. The suggestions of th« com- 
mittee, so far as reported, seem to look in 
the right direction. The proposition to 
establish a Bureau of Irrigation In the Ag- 
ricultural Department, and to transfer to 
that department everything that relates to 
the soil and the products thereof, tends to 
put matters la their proper relations. It is 
not quite so clear that the General Land 
Office should Ibe transferred to the now 
department. That office deals more with 
the legal than with Jhe productive phase of 
the land question. The decision to expend 
$20,000 at once in an artesian reconaoiB- 
anoe of the region between and including 
Dakota and Kansas la sensible legislation. 
The •work will be done before Congress 
adjourns, aud in tho light of tho results 
obtained Congress can determine whether 
or not to make a general appropriation for 
a more complete experiment. It the report 
be favorable the committee will ask for 
$200,000 for that particular work, which 
will include the eiukmg of experimental 
wells, and the construction ot some small 
storage tanks with the necessary accesso- 
ries, to show what irrigation will do for the 
dry plains. Valuable data will thus be ob- 
tained for the benefit of intending settlers, 
and the development of the agricultural 
possibilities of the great American desert 
may then be conducted with less risk and 
hardship. 


The bill to be submitted that all water on 


public land shall be inalienable from the 
land and shall be used for beneficial pur- 
poses under the law of the States where it 
13 located, is more open to criticism. It 
seems to overlook the rights of cities and 
towns to mpply themselves with water. It 
the water is to attach to the soil, San Fran- 
cisco, as an instance, could not supply her 
self from Taboo or the Blue lakes. The 
right of way and access to water for 
purposes of irrigation on public land, aud 
the insertion of a provision to that effect 
in land patents, is essential to carrying out 
the new system. The clause providing 
that the TJnited States "is to exercise such 
jurisdiction as it can 
over interstate 


waters" may raise some interesting ques- 
tions of Federal limitations. 


The bill repeals, as far as arable land 


gees, all the land luws except the Home- 
stead law. "Arable" in this connection 
presumably means fit for tillage by means 
of irrigation. 
It makes the unit of land 


forty acres, and tho largeat disposable tract 
160 acres. The Commissioner of Irrigation 
is to decide for each district which unit 
thill prcvdl, basing his decision upon 
the climate and products of the district. 
In 


semi-tropical, regions the forty-acra limit 
should prevail. California experience shows 
that it is quite enough, and in some locali- 
ties it might well be reduced one-half. In a 
er.un region the l.mit may be 1GO acres 
Syheat-raising by irrigation in the United 
States lies in the domain uf experiment. 
So long as new lands are being opened by 
railways, which can be cheaply worked on 
a large scale by machine methods, even 
though the yield to the acre be small, wheat 
grown in small quantities by irrigation anc 
intensive cultivation cannot compete, ex 
oept in some cases for home consumption 
What the ontlook may be as new lands be- 
come in a measnre exhausted, is anothei 
matter. The whole subject should be con- 
sidered with reference to the future as wel 
as the present. Some day intensive farm- 
ing may become the rule m (he TJnitec 
States. 
The present extensive system 


gives nothing back to the soil, and wil" 
need modification sooner or later. 


The bill further provides that an engin- 


eer force under the Bureau of Irrigation 
•hall ascertain and survey the hydrographic 
basins, segregate arable lands, define reser 
voir sites and the principal lines of distri 
bntion by canals, all of which is in further 
auce of the" original plan of procedure.

and Music Performed to a Fall House 
—A Number of AmKBlng Specialties 
and Exaggerated Caricatures Keep 
the Audience in a Bonr.

nig'at, the Enterprise says: 


That there is very little merit in "A 


Hole La the Ground" as a play will be 
everybody's verdict. In fact, it is not a 
play at all; there is no plot— nothing but 
dialogue as an excuse for the broad bur- 
lesque and opportunity for vocal and pedal 
entertainment. 
If, however, it is not a 


play, it is an amazing conglomeration of 
absurdities that keeps the audience in a 
roar, no matter how extravagant some of 
the situations may be. The manners of 
the gentle railroad man and other habitues 
of a railroad station are drawn with a rough 
pencil- on a large scale, and the overdrawn 
picture of station scenes is laughable for 
its distorted realism. 


The certain raises upon a good water 


-tank — partly real — trunks, miscellaneous 
baggage, ticket office, eating stand and a 
genuine smell of kerosene, that makes an 
excellent representation of an ordinary rail- 
way station. The tank— partly real— and 
the smell of kerosene, are the only serious 
features in the performance; everything 
else is the wildest nonsense; but while any 
person can appreciate the unreality the 
reminder of the narrow facts upon which 
the burlesque is constructed is so comical 
that critical judgment forgets itself and 
laughs with the fun. None of the Inn is 
lost through indifferent performance. The 
entire company is good, and some are much 
above the average variety performers. Miss' 
Kittie Hart is as light -and graceful a 
dancer as any audience ever applauded, 
and is also able to present the pert, slangy 
lunch-counter waitress with all the effect 
of the sharp wilted hoodlum girl except 
the coarseness into which so many similar 
delineations degenerated. Frank Lowler 
whistled himself into the hearts of the 
people at once, and is good in everything. 
Miss Maud Williams has a voice that _ ex- 
hibits the reoult of great natural compass 
under thorough training. Her "Soldier 
Boy" was a magnificent effort.

lian Ramgden sings comic songs capitally, 
and McGinty and "Reilly do not lose any- 
thing by her recital of their affairs. As 
already said, there is nothing in the play 
but foolishness and frolic, but it is well 
put on, well handled, and the nonsense is 
funny, some of it BO fanny that those who 
see it havetolnugh, contrary to the dictates 
of their better judgment.

Elegantly Chiseleft Granite Blocks 


Ornamented S tin-Dried Brloki.

NEW YOBE, March 
24.— Central 
and 


South American mail advices to March 1st 
have been received, from which it is learned 
that a party which has been exploring a 
supposed ancient Peruvian burying ground 
at Mejeque, found innumerable skeletons 
of llamas piled in regular order in apparent 
accordance with some religious idea. This 
and other indications have shown that the 
party was working near the base of a bur- 
ied temple, not in a grave-yard. The ex- 
cavations have revealed smooth granite 
blocks, aud underlying the superstructure, 
beautiful granite, in blocks of enormoas 
size, chiseled with great elegance. The old 
quarries from which these blocks were cut 
are fully two leagues away. The explorers 
also found, about 50 feet from the temple, 
a wall of Ban-dried bricks, beautifully orna- 
mented, andj covered with characters re- 
sembling Sanscrit. 


The recent discovery of over 100 skele- 


tons under the flooring of a room occupied 
by Colonel Mora, Commandant of the Pi- 
azza at Oosta Rica, under the Admii istra- 
tion of President Zaldivar, has already 
been reported, as welt as the common be- 
lief that they wore the remains of the mass- 
acred enemies of the President. The scan- 
dal concerning the affair has been intensi- 
fied by the mysterious burning of the 
palace. 
The Government, believing the 


fire was set with a vi°w of precluding 
further investigation, has engaged several 
Pinkorton 
detectives from the, United 


States to take the case in band.

It sheltered President 


'ashlngton 100 years ago. On Oct IS, 1789, 


./ashington left New York in'bis.coach, 
drawn by fonir fine horses, accompanied by 
his private aid official secretaries. It .was 
the beginning of- that. journey to New Eng- 
land which the President desired should be 
unostentatious, but which the people of all 
ranks made an occasion for the expression of 
the love and reverence they' deeply felt He 
arrived in the village of Rye, a distance of 
twenty-sixmiles from.New York, in the latter 
part of the day, and found rest for the night 
at the inn kept at that time by Mrs. Havi- 
land, a name not uncommon in the neighbor- 
hood tc-day. This is the note in Washing- 
ton's journal, written at the evening hour:,' 


"Thursday, Oct. 15, 1789.—After dinner, 


through frequent light showers, wo proceeded 
to the tavern of. a Mrs. Haviland, at Rye, 
who keeps a very neat and decent inn." 


~ This U his entry concerning the road and 
the impression made upon him by the coun- 
try: 
. - 


"The road for the greater part—indeed, the 


whole way—was very rough and stony, but 
the land strong, well covered with- grass*and 
a luxuriant crop of Indian corn. The farms 
are very close together, and separated, as 
one incloBure also is from .another, by fences 
of stone, which are-indeed easily made,'as 
the country is immensely stony. , After pass- 
Ing Horseneck, six miles distant (east) ;f rom 
Rye, the road is billy and immensely stony, 
and trying to wheels and carriages." - 


On his return, while spending the night 


again at Mrs. Haviland's, Washington writes 
in his journal:

scribed as I went, I shall say nothing of thorn 
now."

A fewwords about this quiet village may 


b* of interest to more than local readers. As 
one is carried by on the swift trains of the N. 
T. and N. H. R. R. he is not even aware that 
he is passing through a village; much less 
that it is' a village whose history is of more 
than ordinary interest. It lies only about 
two miles from the boundary, separating the 
states of New York arid Connecticut. The 
shore of the Sound, lying not more than a 
mile from the center of the village, was a fa- 
vorite resort of the Indians, who made an 
annual encampment or visit long after the 
settlement of the village. 


Evidences that the locality of Rye Beach 


was onco inhabited by many Indians abound. 
Warlike and domestic implements havo fre- 
quently been unearthed; skeletons of In- 
dians, havo been found in various excava- 
tions; while tradition affords many accounts 
of their presence and habits. But the prox- 
imity of Rye to the state boundary line and 
to tho shore of the Sound rendered the section 
debatable ground, armies and ships being the 
arguments employed in turn by the Dutch, 
the British and the Americans. .During the 
revolution it lay between the outposts of the 
opposing forces. Hasty and cruel incursions 
were frequent, so that at tha close of the war 
the deflated homes and the poverty of the 
people presented a pitiable sight Need we 
wonder, then, that the journey of the Great 
Deliverer was made tho occasion for even tho 
most extravagant .expressions of gratitude 
and reverence? 


While neighboring villages and towns have 


been transformed beyond the recognition of 
returning inhabitants of former years, Rye 
• has remained a conservative village. It has 
been improved by the erection of beautiful 
residences, by tho laving out of attractive 
grounds, and by the building of excellent 
roads. But no manufacturing interests have 
Invaded the restful quiet so inviting to the 
men who retire to their homes from the fever- 
ish excitement of daily business in the city. 
The diversity and beauty • of the country in 
the vicinity, and the evident thrif tiness of the 
farmers, add a delightful and unending rest 
to the many drives. 


Much more might be added of historic In- 


terest and of present attractions, but, our 
purpose being simply to present one of the 
many places rendered sacred to Americans by 
the visits of Washington; we have more than 
fulfilled our intention. Let not one of these 
old landmarks be forgotten. It would be 
well if • very schoolboy might trace at th« 
distance of a hundred years the footprints 6l 
Washington to the end of his life.—Cor.

The Silver State says it is generally be- 


lieved that W. D. 0. Gibson will be ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the Nevada 
Indian school at Carson. Mr. Gibson had 
charge of the Pyramid Laia Reservation 
for four years and is well liked by the In- 
dians. 


There is every prospect that the bill pro- 


hibiting speculation in food products will 
pass Congress. If the penalties are vigor- 
ously enforced, a sharp advance in jail 
population is assured. 


The Enterprise correctly remarks: • 
Now that the bill ceding public lands in 


Western States has been defeated by being 
indefinitely postponed, suggestions as to 
its provisions will be dropped. It is not 
easy to understand wby such a measure 
should have so smell a support as to be un- 
able to get a free discussion; and it is use- 
less to either condemn or comment until 
the reasons for the action are learned, but 
there still seems to be no insurmountable 
obstacle to getting the public lands in Ne- 
vada coded to the State by a bill applying 
only to Nevada. Oar situation is entirely 
different from that of any other State, and 
the exceptional nature of the country 
within our boundaries may yet induce Con- 
gress to give as a chance to redeem the 
desert by granting the land that will be use- 
less until improved, by work on too large a 
scale for private enterprise.
